Heretofore alfalfa 
seed has always been at a premium, 
but this-year, compared to the price 
asked for clover, ft is cheap. Good 
clover seed is selling from eighteen 
to twenty dollars per bushel, while 
the best grades of alfalfa seed cost 
from nine to ten dollars per bushel. 
Mr. Markham In urging farmers to 
plant alfalfa this year has taken into 
consideration the disadvantage 
ex- 
perienced in former years—that -of 
winter killing. 
Many farmers hesi- 
tate to grow alfalfa for tils one 
reas one reason and plant clover In- 
stead. 
Grimm alfalfa, a much hardier va- 
riety has t>een grown with the best 
of results and there haa been very lit- 
tle winter-killing of crops grown with 
this seed.

After April 12, No More Government

W»r Insurance to Soldiers, Sailors 


and Nurses 'Will Be Issued. 


Because of the fact" that three Quar- 
ters of a. million men in the military 
or naval service of the country have 
not yet taken out the government war 
risk insurance,, the time limit has been 
extended to April 12, and by that time 
it Is planned to attain a record of one 
hundred per cent.

from soldiers, sailors, or nurses can 
be obtained from Mies Mabel Shum- 
wav at the Commercial club office, ana 
when sworn to by the soldier before 
his commanding officer should be sent 
to the Bureau of War Risk- Insurance 
at Washington.

It is not compulsory for anyone to 
take out this Insurance; it is merely 
a benefit. 
He may name any one of 


his relatives as his beneficiary ar*l in

of

death the person 
named will receive $5.75 per month 
for each $1,000 insurance for a period 
of 240 months.

Soldiers and sailors should not over-

SUGAR AND CHILDREN 


More than half of tl.3 solid matter 
in a baby.'s natural food is- sugar- 
sugar of milk. Consequently we hold 
that children need and must have a 
liberal ration of sugar or sweets In or 
with or immediately following their 
regular food, not at irregular times 
between meals. The sugar, for older 
chlluen, may be In" the form of cakes, 
pure candies, or ibest of all, b^own 
sugar or molasses, on the bread ana 
butter The belief that "sugar makes 
worms" Is unworthy of a moment B 
consideration .by any intelligent par- 
ent.But, just because Old Doctor Raj 
ture gives the wee wee babies lots or 
sugar, don't jump to the conclusion 
that a baby can be raised on an all- 
sugar- diet. 
Certain signs point strongly to the 
ill effects of suguf feeding m a. bottle 
balby, and we briefly list these signs 
for the information of mothers: 


When the sugars are fed in excess 
die bowel movements are apt to be 
sour, foamy/ irritattog (sfigars 
fer- 
mented to acids}, watery, frequent 
and -brownish like thin mustard. The 
reduction of the amount of sugar in 
the feeding formula, or the addition 
of thin barley or oatmeal gruel to the 
food, will. relieve this: 
\ 
Sugar, either cane sugar (sucrose) 
or malt sugar (maltose) in excess is 
fattening, (but the fat _ is flabby and 
the baby anemic and rickets is likely 
to 
accur. 
Susar in 
considerable 
amount is really digestible 'by a 
young babv; that is probably why Old 
Doctor Nature uses it to make up 
over half o£ the bulk of his formula. 


But the mere digestibility of a given 
food is no criterion to employ in oe- 
termlning the suitable diet for a baby. 
Babies fed on food containing an ex- 
cess of the sugars are noticeable more 
suToject to the acute acid intoxication 
(sometimes called acute intestinal in- 
digestion) which the grannies us to 
(well, they still do) consider the sure 
indication" of "worms." 
Certified milk, or if that is unob- 
tainable, then say fresh raw milk pro- 
duced and handled under cleanly con- 
ditions, as under the supervision of 
the health authorities, constitutes a 
splendid substitute for breast feecmg.-

The politicians in every community object to Commission government. As soon as on 


of them finds that he hasn't any "pull" with the commissioners, who have to treat all alik^ 
or lose their jobs, he beco'mes very much dissatisfied with Commission government, and 
denounces it as a failure. And occasionally this class succeeds in restoring its bosses and 
its ward aldermen. But new cities are adopting Commission government at the rate of 
thirty to forty every year. Three large cities which recently came under commission rule 
are Grand Rapids, Mich., with 112,571 peeople, Dayton, Ohio, with 116,577, and San Diego, 
Cal., with 53,330.

If a commissioner makes too many wrong moves, the remedy is to change com- 
missioners, not to change a good form of government for a poor one.
